EXPLANATION:

This emergency order closes the state registration permit hunt RM785 for antlerless moose in
Minto Flats Management Area in Game Management Unit 20B. All other moose hunting
regulations in Unit 20B are unaffected by this emergency order. A small portion of the Minto
Flats Management area was previously closed in October under Emergency Order 03-04-17

REGULATION:
Therefore, the following regulations in 5AAC 85.045(a)(18), HUNTING SEASONS AND

BAG LIMITS FOR MOOSE, are superseded by this emergency order, and the following
provisions are in effect for hunting moose:

Creek to the east side of the Dunbar Trail,
then north along the east side of the
Dunbar Trail to the south bank of the
Chatanika River.

In 2012, the Board of Game authorized an antlerless moose registration hunt in this portion
of Game Management Unit 20B to run from October 15 through February 28, unless closed
by Emergency Order. We set a quota of 30 antlerless moose for the 2017-2018 winter hunt
(RM785). The projected harvest is expected to meet the quota by the date and time of this
closure.
